This year became a tragic year for the Bushwick Bulletin and 
the Harvest. 

As you know the Bushwick Bulletin is our school newspaper.

As for the Harvest , last year the printing cost was $1000, and 
that was getting off a little cheap. This year the Harvest was also 
cut be 20%. Therefore, the Harvest has only $800 for printing, 
so don’t expect anything in living color because it’s impossible. 
There were only a few color pages last year, but this year there 
probably won’t be any.

The number of students 
in the ESL program totals about 200. They range from freshmen 
to seniors.

The students represent a variety of countries. Involved in the 
program are students from Peurto Rico, Equador, Nicaragua, 
Uruguay, Italy, the Dominican Republic, Colombia, Panama, Haiti, 
China, and Yugoslavia. 

From the experience he has had as counselor to the foreign 
born for one year, Mr. Plotkin is very much impressed with the 
speed and motivation of the students. He also feels that the 
success of the program is due in part to the caliber of the teachers 
involved in the program. 

Attendance is high; an average of 85% are present daily. Such 
steady attendance speaks well for both the curriculum of ESL 
and its personnel. 

Thanks to the ESL program Bushwick High School has been 
able to bridge the gap between the foreign born student and his 
special needs in a new environment.

The students, faculty and administration of Bush wick have 
been given one more chance by the Bushwick Bulletin. It is 
giving them a chance to demonstrate what real school spirit 
they have.

*are our teacher aides. When I asked them if they were happy 
with their jobs, each smiled and said, “Why shouldn’t I be?” 

Most of the teacher aides have a positive attitude toward 
Bushwick. 

Mrs. Agosta (who’s been here for nine years) finds that 
“Bushwick is run systematically. It’s quiet, and, truthfully, there’s 
no ethnic barrier.”

How to Carve 
Your Turkey 



Another year, another Thanks¬ 
giving, and another frustrating 
ordeal as men and women every¬ 
where try to carve their turkeys 
and still leave it looking reason¬ 
ably intact. 

No, gentlemen, you don’t just 
pull off the drumstick and for¬ 
get about cutting up the rest 
of the turkey. And ladies, you 
don’t pull it apart piece by piece, 
piling it onto the serving plat¬ 
ter. 

According to tradition, the 
head of the household usually 
carves the turkey. So, head, 
here’s the proper way to do it. 

First, remove the legs gently 
by pulling them away from the 
body, cutting through the joint 
between the leg and the body. 

Next, make a deep horizontal 
cut into the breast, just above 
the wing. Insert fork in top of 
the breast and starting halfway 
up the breast, carve thin slices 
down to the cut, working upward 
on the breast (see illustration).

Minerals are essential to maintain a healthy body, free from 
deficiencies. At least nineteen minerals are found in the body. 
Calcium and phosphorous should be present in large quantities 
in order for our bodies to build and restore strong bones and 
teeth. So, if your tooth decay is increasing (in spite of what that 
toothpaste promised you), and your bones are showing signs of 
weakness in your mere sixteen years, start drinking milk, eating 
cheeses. Dairy products are high in calcium. 

Minerals play an important role in the regulation and restora¬ 
tion of our bodies’ nervous and muscular responses. They are 
important also to our hearts, keeping it ticking right on time. 

Normal blood clotting depends on several factors, among them 
calcium and Vitamin K. The body, itself, produces this vitamin. 
It cannot be found in an outside source. However, there are 
numerous sources of calcium. A well-balanced diet should pro¬ 
vide as much calcium as our bodies may require. Though milk 
and its by-products are excellent calcium sources, too much at a 
late age can cause hardening of the arteries. However, we teen¬ 
agers have a few more years of malteds ahead of us before milk 
has such a detrimental effect on our bodies. 

Iron, which we need in only small amounts, is important to 
every living cell as well as to the hemoglobin count of the blood. 
It gives blood its red color and aids in the transportation of oxygen 
to the cells. If you are rather pale (check the palms of your 
hands and the pockets at the base of vour eyes as well as the 
color in your checks) and tire easily even when rested, you may 
suffer from an iron deficiency. Listlessness and poor appetite are 
other symptoms of an iron deficiency. 

Egg yolks, liver, kidney and hearts (which takes care of life’s 
gross edibles) are rich sources of iron. Lean meats, oysters, shrimp 
and clams should maintain a healthy hemoglobin count. Other 
sources are whole grain cereals, potatoes, leafy green vegetables, 
kale, broccoli and beans as well as milk, cheese and figs. 

So, eat, but eat those foods that will build your body. You 
don’t want to just exist but live.

The Bushwick Cross-Country Track Team is the smallest in 
the city, but soon may be decided the strongest in its division. 

The ten man squad has so far won three meets, has no losses 
and is well on its way to competing with other division winners 
for the City Championships.
